N ever in the history of T exas has 
there been such a shameless campaign 
as the one waged by Bailey, and in 
the I ght of the revelations concern­ 
ing him and his speech in the United 
States senate last spring it can never 
be duplicated.

The letter was headed “ A Thoughtful 
Suggestion,” and was followed by an 
cd torial, written in further confirma­ 
tion of M. A. G.’s letter and the prin­ 
cipal ideas underlying it. 
Both the 
letter and the editorial are of a timely 
nature and of an important character, 
and for thesA* reasons alone, at any 
rate, deserve

should provoke 
healthful 
and profitable 
discussion, 
and lead to a better state of things 
generally* in the matter of the observ­ 
ance of Sunday. 


There is indeed no subject of great­ 
er importance and with more

before the minds of the public at the 
present hour than that of Sunday ob­ 
servance. just as there is assuredly 
nothing more important and essential 
than the physical, social and moral 
welfare of the people. 
Anything that 
at all threatens or obstructs such wel­ 
fare or the onward and upward prog­ 
ress of a nation or even a community, 
ought to be condemned and legally 
boycotted.

Or on moral sanctions only, but for 
physical, social and domestic reasons. 
also, lies at the heart of the nation’s 
life, and is the “open gate” to the 
country’s welfare in the best senses 
of that word, and the matter must 
not be overlooked. 


The “ Sunday” question gains im­ 


portance and calls for discussions and 


.action without delay because at the 
present moment the minds of many 
; thoughtful, well meaning and good 
people of Great Britain as well

I America are being forcefully directed 
to this matter.

and America the question of Sunday 
(observance for religious, physical, so-

permost and paramount importance.

in an individual, a community or a 
nation. 
Nothing further surely need 
be written iii further confirmation of 
this letter. 
It speaks for itself in 
eloquent language and constitutes, a 
powerful plea for Sunday observance 
at any rate on religious grounds and 
on moral sanctions. 


The writer has traveled extensively 
in Great 
Britain, and 
considerably 
aslo iii certain parts of the United 
States, and having studied the “ Sun­ 
day” question from 
various 
stand­ 
points is able to offer some sugges­ 
tions which might be helpful to others 
along the line of true Sabbath reform. 
In regard to the letter of M. A. G. 
and the important editorial of Jan. 26 
last in tile before-mentioned paper, 
what is to be done w th the toiling 
masses of old and young who spend 
six days of every week in often u n ­ 
ventilated factories and shops? Where 
are they going to get the necessary 
recreation, and when and how? Some- 
thing must be done for the vast num­ 
ber of people whose days are crowd­ 
ed full with toil and exhausting ener­ 
gies, and who for lack of temporary 
cessation from their ceaseless activi­ 
ties and the opportunity to recuperate 
jaded faculties, are unable to engage 
ii religious devotions on the Lord’s 
day. and therefore lose the sacred 
inspirations from their lives. 
Some 
toil so long and so unceasingly day 
after day that social and 
domestic 
joys are unknown, or almost so, as, 
i<»r instance, the London street cai 
driver, who never secs his children 
except at midnight, when they 
are 
asleep, in the slight rest he gets be­ 
tween midnight and morning’s dawn. 
Half the world docs not know how’ 
the other half I yes. 
Equally true is 
it that half the world does not know­ 
how the other half works. 
M isses 
of men are “cribbed, cabined and con­ 
fined 
for long tedious hours every 
day for six days in the thickly crowd- 
jed factories, warehouses and 
shops, 
sometimes 
ill-ventilated, 
sometimes 
underground, and the only day 
for 
these toiling masses to throw off the 
onerous pressure of monotonous and 
ceaseless duties and cares and harass­ 
ments is the Sunday, when the claims 
of the jaded body and the wearied

the Sunday problem which has proved 
a great scucess, a means of preserv­ 
ing the sanctity of the Sabbath to a 
large extent and at the same time has 
granted to people everywhere just the 
opportunities they sought formental 
and physical refreshment and social 
and healthful recreation 
of various 
kinds. 
Tile Sunday observance ques­ 
tion is a religious one but also a phy­ 
sical and social one. 
‘The Sabbath 
was made for man, not man for the 
Sabbath,” and man has physical and 
social and domestic needs as well as 
religious. 
But the primal 
idea 
of 
Sunday as a religious day is that the 
call to divine worship is or ought to 
be heard then. 
Ralph Waldo Emer­ 
son says that “a nation dies when it 
loses the true idea of worship.” Then 
genius leaves the senate to haunt the 
market 
place, 
everything 
becomes 
common, and the eyes of youth are 
not lighted with the hope of other 
worlds. 
The Sunday question in :ts religious 
aspect cannot be overlooked, and the 
greatest or one of the greatest hind­ 
rances to religious revival anywhere 
is Sabbath desecration. 
But physical­ 
ly, socially, domestically, men 
need 
Sunday for rest and elevation and in­ 
spiration. 
What is physically or so­ 
cially wrong cannot be 
religiously 
rglit, and what is religious 
wrong 
cannot be physically, socially or do­ 
mestically wrong. 
The 
suggestions 
of M. A. G.’s letter for a weekly half­ 
holiday which have been successfully 
carried out in England should be car­ 
ried out in America with as much 
success. 
In Great Britain as a solution to the 
Sunday problem and the need of defi­ 
nite recreation for the people, 
the 
business houses in city,

ajid 
country, close e ther on Saturday or 
Thursday afternoons at I or 2 o’clock 
for the rest of the day.
